THE LUTHERANS. 


Provides for Compulsory Education With- 
oat Interfering with Parents’ Control 
of Their Children—Interest on Public 
Money to Be Used for Public Purposes 
ur, O’Donnell’s Eight- Hour Bill — 
Legislature Powerless to Authorize an 
Issue of Bonds for Street Cleaning. 

Srainerrerp, III., Jan, 8.—The compulsory 

school law is already beginning to be a sub- 
ject of lively discussion among the members 
of the General Assembly. That it is the 
paramount question to be adjusted by this, 
General Assembly every one seems to admit, 
and it is probable that no time will be lost in 
agreeing upon a measure which will forever 
remove this question from State politics. That 
both parties will agree upon a law which will 
make it impossible for school trustees or di- 
rectors to exercise any supervisory authority 
over parochial or private schools there is no 
doubt, but whether this shall be done by the 
total repeal of the existing law and the enact- 
ment of an entirely new statute, enforcing 
compulsory education, 18 a question of much 
dispute, many believing that the existing law 
can be so modified as to satisfy all parties, 
creeds, and educational interests.

Sec. 7. “ An act concerning the education of 
children,” approved May 24, 1889, in force July 1, 
1889, and all other acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed. 


Senator Anderson of Warren County intends 
to introduce a bill providing for free text 
books. The principal feature of the bill will 
be a provision that all school books shall 
hereatter be furnished all pupils free of 
charge, the expense of the same to be borne 
by the school districts.

A Bill Providing That the Public Benefit 
by It Is Being Prepared. 
SprinGFize.p, III., Jan. 3.—| Special. |—Rep- 

resentative Kent of the Eleventh District is 

preparing a bill, which he will introduce early 
next week, which will provide that the money 
received as interest on public funds by public 
officers shall be used for public purposes and 
not become part of the private gains of the 
officeholders.

General, and in the case of the county, village, or 
other municipal division, subject to the approval 
of the Supervisors or Commissioners. Trustees, 
Common Council, or other proper officers, the 
said banks or banking institutions giving securit 
satisfactory to the Governor, Attorney-Genera 
Supervisors or Commissioners, Trustees, Council- 
men, or other proper officers for the safe keepi 
and payment of such deposits, when deman 
by the State, County, Village, or City Treas- 
urer, or court, or other officers on his check;

It Cannot Authorize an Issue of Bonds 
for Street Cleaning Purposes. 

Sprincrie.p, III., Jan. 3.—The suggestion 
of Ald. Madden of Chicago that action be 
taken by the Legislature authorizing an addi- 
tional bonded indebtedness of $5,000,000 for 
street cleaning purposes does not meet with 
the general approval of members for the rea- 
son that such action could only be taken to 
the extent of submitting a constitutional 
amendment, and it would be two years at 
least before relief could be afforded.

| FOR COVERS To PATROL WAGONS. 


A Bill Making It Unlawful to Convey Pris- 
ers Exposed to View. 

SprINGFIELD, III., Jan. 3.—[ Special. ]—Rep- 
resentative Joseph O’Donnell of Cook, who ar- 
rived here yesterday; has prepared an im- 
portant bill governing arrests for petty of- 
fenses, which he intends to introduce at an 
early date. Though of general application 
the chief design of the bill is to protect women 
and children from needless exposure. The 
principal provisions are as follows: 

1. That all counties, cities, villages, and towns 
in this State owning, controlling, or using patrol 
wagons, omnibuses, vans, or any vehicles of any 
class or kinds for the purpose of conveying pris- 
oners to police stations, jails, houses of correc- 
tion, penitentiaries, or any places for the deten- 
tion of such prisoners shall provide suitable cov- 
ers or canopies fur such pagrol wagons, omni- 
buses, vans, or other vehicles, so that the 
prisoners which may be conveyed therein shall be 
protected from public view. 

2. It is and shall be unlawful for the authori- 
ties or officers of any county, city, village, or 
town in this State to compel any person who is 
under arrest, imprisoned, or detained, or in their 
care or custody or charge to ride or to be driven 
in an open or uncovered patrol wagon, omnibus, 
van, or other vehicle of any class or kind in or 
through the public streets or other public places 
in this State. 

3. Any Sheriff, Coroner, constable, Marshal, 
pepe pone Warden, Superintendent, or other of- 

cer of such county, city, vill or town violat- 
ing the provisions of this act shall not 
less than $10 nor more than $100,

Lanstne, Mich., Jan. 8.—[Special. ]|—There 
is at present no possibility that the Senatorial 
struggle will be prolonged beyond Wednesday 
night.

Today the Luce call, with its viva voce condi- 
tion, made its appearance, but it has not been 
extensively signed. The Luce men say that 
this lack of signatures is due to the early and 
unexpected appearance of the other call, while 
the opposition affirms that the legislators do 
not take kindly to the interference and dicta- 
tion of the farmer candidate. In proof of 
this they point to their ‘call, which bears the 
signatures of all but eighteen of the Republic- 
an legislators, or more than a two-thirds ma- 
jority. The indications therefore are that 
the caucus will be held Thursday night and 
that a secret ballot will be taken. 

It is generally conceded by outsiders that 
Stockbridge has gained groumd during the 
day, and that were the caucus to be held to- 
night he would be nominated, Gov.

Mr. Endlich is 
erecting extensive smelting works in South- 
ern California to treat the ores of Southern 
Nevada, Southern California, and Sonora on 
the west coast of Mexico. He teils a romantic 
story of the Tonto range of mountains in the 
western part of Arizona, made famoug about 
twenty years ago by the Tonto A In- 
dians of that region using gold bullets in their 
guns. The new railroad nearly completed 
across these mountains from Prescott to 
Phoenix passes through cafions known to be 
rich in gold, yet no white man has ever been 
able to discover it. : 

Some years ago Surgeon Brayton of the 
United States Army was captured by the 
Tonto Apaches during an engagement with 
troops from Fort Yuma. He was taken sev- 
éral miles into the Tonto Mountain range and 
held a prisoner in asecluded camp. At that 
time several of the tribe were sick from ma- 
laria and other causes and from his knowl- 
edge of their ailments he effected many cures. 
These acts were looked upon with gratitude 
by his captors and after a few days he was 
taken to a deep ravine, through which 
a small stream of water was running, 
and allowed to work the auriferous 
gravel for gold, He was rewarded by finding 
coarse gold so splentiful that in a few wash- 
ings he filled his pockets with nuggets. 
Knowing that several bullets cut from wound- 
ed soldiers were found to be gold and that 
they were in the Smithsonian Institution at 
Washington, he was aware that he stood upon 
the ground that produced these precious mes- 
sengers of death; The sides of the cafion 
rose sheer up hundreds of feet and he was 
unable to accurately locate the spot, though 
he could see in the distance the crest of a 
huge peak known as Weaver’s Needle. 

Soon after Su m Brayton escaped and 
after many hardships reached Fort Yuma, 
where he exhibited the golden nuggets and 
described the great treasure hidden in the 
Tonto range. The occurrence caused intense 
excitement and several unsuccessful expedi- 
tions explored the region headed by Surgeon 
Brayton, who, strange to say, could not locate 
the diggings. It was always supposed that 
this gold came from Adams region, but 
this was disproved during the last year. 

The theory now advanced is that the treas- 
ure lies south of the San Juan region, at pres- 
ent creating so much excitement; and an ex- 
pedition has entered the Tonto Mountains 
from the north, taking as its guide the con- 
tinuation southward from the San Juan dis- 
trict. It is conceded by old miners that if 
the country of golden bullets is discovered 
it will develop one of the greatest placer dis- 
tricts ever opened in the West. 


Capt. J. R. Gray of Yokohoma, Japan, said 
at the Palmer House yesterday: 

Just before leaving Yokohoma I saw Capt. 
Fisher of the Penelope, a trim little schooner 
built in Shanghai. He had recently returned 
from the Copper Islands, in Bering Sea, after 
a long chase from one of the Russian cruisers. 
Russia dominates over these islands, which 
are valuable for their seal rookeries. The 
government has regular guards stationed on 
the bluffs overlooking the rookeries, who pro- 
tect the seal from molestation from the 
various poachers who, under cover of fog, a 
proach the islands. -Capt. Fisher was caught 
in the act of killing seals at the rookeries and 
the guards opened fire upon his mep, who 
took to their boats as soon as discovored. A 
regular fusillade of bullets fell around the 
— | boats and two of the Japanese crew 
were killed. The Penelope was “laying to”’ 
about a mile from shore ahd was located by 
the Russians as soon as the fog raised. A 
cruiser. was soon in chase after the little ves-

The tea exnbit of Ceylon at the Colum- 
bian Exposition will be the largest ever dis- 
played in the world,“ said A. E. Piueo of Cey- 
lon at the Wellington yesterday.

with this country.”

THE PEOPLE MUST WAIT CLEVELAND'S 
CONVENIEN 


cE. 

It seems to be understood now that Mr. 
Cleveland will not call Congress together in 
‘special session before next September, at the 
earliest, and it is not certain that he will do 
so then. Speaker Crisp was in favor of 8 
March or April session, partly because he 
thought the Democrats should set to work re- 
deeming their pledges at the earliest moment 
and partly, perhaps, because he thought his 
chances of reéiection could not be harmed 
and might be improved by an early session, 
Mr. Cleveland is believed to have talked him 
over, promising not to interfere with his re- 
election, and Mr. Crisp is of the opmion now 
that the country can stand the “robber Mo- 
Kinley tariff for a year more. 

There seems to be an impression that one 
reason why Mr. Cleveland does not wish Con- 
gress to meet next March is that he wants to 
prepare himself a tariff bill which is to make 
his administration memorable, He will not 
have time to get it ready by inauguration day. 
Mr. Cleveland dves not think the Democratic 
Committee on Ways and Means or the Demo- 
cratic House and Senate can be trusted with 
the important task of drafting a tariff bill. 
He has no faith in Mr. Springer and his — 
ciates, although they claim to have stud 
the tariff question for years, while Mr. Cleve- 
land never looked into the subject prior to 
1887. He thinks that the people elected him 
to revise the tariff and that they will feel disap- 
pointed if he does not give the matter his per- 
sonal attention. Therefore it seems as if the 
people and Congress will have to wait till 
Mr. Cleveland has gone through every sched- 
ule and the free list and arranged duties to 
suit himself. 

This delay in acting on the tariff is to be de- 
plored for two reasons. In thefirst place bus- 
iness-men of all classes will be in a state of 
painful uncertainty from now till September 
or later. It will be impossible for them to 
tell what Mr. Cleveland will do, and conse- 
quently they will be unable to put themselves 
ina state of readiness to meet impending 
changes. If they knew that all competitive 
goods were to be let in free, or if they knew 
that duties were to be reduced a half or two- 
thirds they. could make their arrangements 
understandingly. Having no idea of Mr. 
Cleveland’s plans except that he says he does 
not mean to barm anybody, they will be in a 
condition of painful uncertainty till he 
speaks. 

In the next place, judging by the vote cast 
month before last, many people believe the 
Democratic assertion that the consumers have 
to pay out a billion and a quarter dollars year- 
ly in order that a handful of manufacturers 
may wallow in luxury. The voters who were 
caught by that yarn do not care who prepares 
the measure which is to give them relief. It 
will be all one to them whether it is named 
after Morrison, Mills, Springer, or Cleveland 
so long as it saves them that $20 per head per 
year out of which they have been told they 
ate cheated.. To postpone the abolition of 
protection half a year means, according to 
Senator Mills and to Mr. Cleveland’s declara- 
tions in his message, the loss of $625,000,000 to 
the consumers. 

Those consumers who voted for Mr. Cleve- 


land may love him dearly, but they are not 


ready to wait six months, af a cost of over 
$600,000,000, in order that the tariff bill to be 
passed may be his handiwork and may bear 
his name. Their desire that he may win liter- 
ary fame is not so profound. They want im- 
mediate relief. They want it early this year, 
not early next. 

Mr. Cleveland should think less of his own 
glorification and more of those suffering souls 
to whom he promised cheap foreign goods in 
the event of his election, and who are waiting 
impatiently for them. He should read the 
Democratic papers, which are demanding an 
early session and immediate action, and shape 
his course so as to suit them. Some of them 
are already calling him a Czar because he has 
interfered in the election of a Senator in his 
own State. They will call him worse names 
if he attempts to take the question of a tariff 
and the raising of revenue out of the hands of 
Congress and to take the ground that no 
changes shall be made in the unconstitution- 
al and robber tariff except in the way which 
suits him and at the time which pleases him, 


ANOTHER ILLEGAL DEMAND BY A UNION. 

The State law prescribing the powers and 
duties of County Commissioners says that 
“all contracts for supplies, material, and 
work for the County of Cook shall be let to 
the lowest responsible bidder after due adver- 
tisement. In obedience to the law the Com- 
missioners are about to award a contract for 
furnishing clothing to the county to a firm of 
Chicago clothiers, The Executive Board of 
the Clothing Cutters’ and Trimmers’ Associa- 
tion enters its protest against the proposed ac- 
tion of the board for various extra-legal rea- 
sons, one or which is that the cutting depart- 
ment of the firm in question is a “ non-union 
shop.” This is, as in the Conkey case, the 
real, vital reason. The others are mere sur- 
plusage. 

The head of the firm said in reply to an in- 
quiry: 

Ido not know whether our cutters are union 
men or not. Many of them have been with the 
firm fora long time. We show no favors. If a 
cutter understands his business and attends to it 
we keep him and ask no questions as to whether 
he is a union man or not, 

It appears from this statement that there is 
no discrimination for or against union men, 
and that all that is asked of a workman is that 
he shall know and attend to his business, 
Yet the Executive Board of the clothing cut- 
ters demands that the contract shall not be 
given to this firm but to another, because the 
latter “employs nothing but union cutters and 
trimmers in its cutting department.“ That 
is, elective officers who are governed by law, 
and are subject to pains and penalties if they 
do not obey it, are called on to usurp the func- 
tions of lawmakers and to declare that a per- 
son cannot be awarded a contract to do work 
for, or furnish supplies to, the cgunty because 
he does not choose to employ exclusively what 
is called “union” labor. There is no such 
discrimination in the lews. No such discrim- 
dination is warranted by the Constitution, The 
Executive Board demands that the County 
Board shall be a law unto itself, 

If the County Commissioners were to be 
guilty of the illegal act of declaring that they 
would entertain no bids made by persons who 
employed union labor, what a. protest there 
would be by “organized labor”! The latter 
would be quick to say that the action of the 
Commissioners was illegal. Yet it would be 
no more so than for the board to decline to 
accept the bids of persons who saw fit to em- 
ploy non-union labor, 

The Executive Board may think it wrong 
that it should be so, but the fact remains that 
a man who chooses to join a union has no 
more rights before the law than he who does 
not choose to join one. The one has no more 
“inherent and inalienable rights than the 
other. Bothare equally entitled to the com- 
mon protection of the laws. The one has no 
more right to employment than the other. 
The life, liberty, or property of the one is no 
more sacred than that of the other. Nor does 
an employer lose any of his rights by employ- 
ing men who do not belong to a union. He is

can exclude union men or non-union men. 
He can say “no Americans or Italians need 
apply and it is his affair alone. But a gov- 
ernment, local or State, is regulated by & 
law which is no respecter of persons, and 
which knows no distinction between “ organ- 
ized and unorganized labor. Nor has a Leg- 
islature the power to make any such distino- 
tion, because the Constitution recognizes and 
guarantees the equal rights of all citizens. 
The Legislature cannot pass a law to deprive 
a union or a non-urion man of the right to 
compete with union men for employment. 
It cannot pass a law to take away public pro- 
tection from a man who chooses to hire either 
union or non-union men, 

The action of the clothing .cutters is law- 
less. It is au attempt to make the County 
Board commit an illegal act in order to force 
into their union some persons who prefer not 
to join it. They hope to brmga pressure to 
bear on this firm which will make it union- 
ine its shop and thus compel the non-union 
men who work there either to join their organ- 
ization or lose their jobs. No government, 
municipal or State, should allow itself to be 
used for sucha purpose. The union has a 
right to show to the non-union men the bene- 
fits of union and to urge them tocomein. It 
has no right to drive them in, using the County 
Board for that unlawful purpose, 


RAILROAD POOLING. 

It is stated that Senator Cullom was Kisrep- 
Saari by the report that he does not favor 
the limited? pooling by railroads which is pro- 
posed in bills soon to be submitted to Con- 
gress. He is quoted as saying the prohibi- 
tion in the existing law destroys the benefits 
of legitimate com petition, while pooling would 
place a wholesome restraint upon reckless 
com petition, and in that way lessen unjust dis- 
crimination which is developed in its most 
objectionable forms under the nourishing in- 
fluence of unrestricted competition. 

The Senator seems to have yielded to the ar- 
guments presented by certain railroad mag- 
nates before the commuttees. These people 
have drawn a rosy picture of the good times 
everybody will have if they are permitted to 
combine “for the good of the publio, to say 
nothing of their own welfare. They say the 
proposed pooling will lead to greater econ- 
omy in administration. The expensive feat- 
ures of advertising and soliciting business in 
various ways will be eliminated. There is to 
be no incentive to regort to these methods of 
‘booming business, and no reason for either 
disastrous cut rates or exorbitant tariffs. The 
railroad people say they would be able to give 
better service at reasonable charges, and use 
all alike, since the temptation to bid down for 
large freight contracts will vanish with the 
formation of the pool. 

After the oyster has been abstracted and 
handed over to the railroad men the commis- 
sion is to have full authority to deal with the 
shells. It will be given full power to see that 
no one handles the said shells unfairly, and is 
to be enabled to appeal to the courts for aid 
in preventing them from being stolen or 
broken up. That is about what the situation 
would amount to if pooling be permitted and 
distinctly recognized by the law as somthing to 
be encouraged instead of prohibited. It does 
not seem to have occurred to any of the men 
who have been “‘convinced”’ by special plead- 
ing for the railroads to ask what there is in 
that line of business that entities it to 
a protection not vouchsafe@ to any other 
in the Union. The railroad men are 
that the trust 
method of conducting business is entirely op- 
posed in its purposes and results to pooling, 
but they cannot make good the assertion. 
The trust is only a peculiar kind of pooling, 
in which capital as well as income is pooled, 
the first for the purpose of effectually con- 
trolling the second. The object aimed at is 
the same in each case. It is a deliberate cut- 
ting out of competition in business and 
achieving a double gain by reducing costs 
and expenses and putting up prices charged 
to the public. There is no more reason why 
such a combination should be recognized by 
law for railroad transportation than for sugar 
or whisky or anthracite coal; and if it were 
once legalized the még interested in those 
combines would have a valid plea against in- 
terference with their business by the courts. 

It is said the arguments of the grangers 
that higher rates would follow the pooling of 
freights have been disposed of by the railroad 
people.“ Yes, by simple denial of a self-evi- 
dent truth, by putting it behind them as Mr. 
Podsnap did, with a wave of the band, in the 
case of topics it was not convenient to recog- 
nize, by affecting to treat as ridiculous a 
claim founded in fact and established by ref- 
erence to human nature, itself. The position 
is so transparently absurd that it is a wonder 
the railroad apologists should have the hardi- 
hood to occupy it before supposedly intelli- 
gent people, lest they should get frowned out 
of court as presuming too much on the credul- 
ity of their auditors. 


THE NEW CLEVELAND MACHINE. 


The publicly expressed opposition of the 


f President-elect to the candidacy of Edward 


Murphy as Senator from New York apparent- 
ly hds more behind it than the mere defeat of 
the Troy brewer as persona non grata to Mr. 
Cleveland. It looks now as if it were but one 
step in a scheme to break down the existing 
Democratic machine in New York and erect 
in its place a Cleveland machine, It may in- 
volve a fight in the party which may not be 
confined within the limits of the State of New 
York but spread through the South and West 
and rage in the Senate chamber itself. It is 
the opinion of shrewd observers that the re- 
cent anti-Murphy interview is the prelude to 
an attack upon the whole gang which pre- 
dicted Cleveland’s defeat on the eve of the 
Democratic nomination at Chicago, The New 
York Times, which is now recognized as 
Cleveland’s personal organ, foreshadows this 
outcome in the following notice, which it 
serves upon the Hill-Murphy combination: 

If Mr. Murphy goes to the Senate and joins 
hands with Senator Hill in a poisonous, malig- 
nant opposition te the Democratic President's 
wishes and policies and nominations Mr. Mur- 
phy’s trumpery machinery up in the State will be 
swept away like chaff in the whirlwind of wrath 
that will smite it. There is another machine 
ready to take its place, and behind that machine 
are the Cleveland Democrats of New York. Does 


Mr. Murphy understand the allusion? He under- 
stood it, we think, the first time he heard it. 

As to the outcome of this contest, it says in 
another place: 

The contest thus provoked will not end with 
the election of a Senator, and no alternative will 
be left to the Cleveland Democracy of this State 
but to destroy the machine that has been used for 
the defeat of its purposes. The party cannot 
afford to leave the power of its organization in 
hands which so willfully and wantonly abuse it 
for personal ends.

THE SCHOOL BOARD ON SALARIES, 

At the meeting of the School Board this 
evening it is understood that the report of the 
Committee on School Management in refer- 
ence to salaries will be taken up for consider- 
ation. The consideration should be brief. 
The report is incomplete, imperfect, and 
grossly unfair. It should be referred back 
either to the School Management committee, 
or to some select committee, with instructions 
to amend so as to equalize salaries, to abolish 
useless offices, and to put an end to the worst 
features of the fad system in tne public schools, 
The School Board should be given to under- 
stand that the Council has the power to revise 
the salary list, or, at least, to limit the appro- 
priation so as to compel the inspectors to deal 
fairly between employés of the board and the 
public. Hitherto the Council has appro- 
priated for the schools in bulks It may be 
necessary this year to make an itemized ap- 
propriation for school purposes. If the Board 
of Education is obstinate in its support of the 
fads, insisting on highsalaries for pet teachers 
and favorites, multiplymg the useless offices, 
expending money in attempts to teach sub- 
jects not contemplated by the law, it will be 
the duty of the Council to intervene. That 
duty will be pointed out to the Aldermen at 
the proper time. 

A radical reform in the methods of the 
Board of Education is needed. Such ridicu- 
lous fads as physical culture should be abol- 
ished. The expenses for teaching singing, 
drawing, mud-pie making, and modern foreign 
languages should be cut down to the lowest 
figure. All useless Supervisors, Superintend- 
ents, special teachers with supervisory power, 
and extra principals, should be dropped. The 
principals of the public schools should be com- 
pelled to teach and supervise in their schools. 
If this be done there will be no great necessity 
for the numerous Superintendents and Super- 
visors employed, and there can be some econo- 
my in the teaching force, 

If there is to be any increase in salaries, 
that increase should be in the salaries of the 
capable, earnest, hardworking, conscientious 
class teachers, mostly women. There is an 
almost imperative demand for the increase of 
the salaries of the overworked head assistants 
of the grammar and primary schools, who 
do the work which the principals ought in 
part to perform. The report as submitted by 
Mr. Beebe is ridiculous, If it were seriously 
considered by the board it would be a public 
outrage. Let it be sent back for revision and 
amendment, or, better still, let some capable 


committee be intrusted with the making of 


a new report. 


THE REAPPORTIONMENT SCHEME. 

‘An inspired Springfield dispatch printed in 
the St. Louis Republic, and which has been 
repeated, though in a modified form, in the 
Associated Press correspondence from the 
State capital, says: 

It has been commonly reported until within a 
few days that the Democrats of Cook County bo- 
illinois should be so re- 
ago and Cook County 
lets. The announcement 
of this plan caused such a protest to go up from 
all parts of the State that it was seen that Demo- 
cratic unanimity on this proposition was quite 
impossible, and the Cook County leaders are now 
apparently satisfied with a counter proposition 
from the Democrats of Central and Southern II- 
linois, which gives to Cook County five Congres- 
sional Districts and to the remainder of tne State 
seventeen Congressional! Districts. 


The Springfield correspondent of Tax Trrs- 
UNE says that the Democratic representatives 
from Cook County repudiate the idea that 
they will be satisfied with a scheme of reap- 
portionment which gives Cook County only 
five Congressional districts. Senators Noonan 
and Mahoney, two of the ablest Democratic 
members of the Chicago delegation, assert 
that Cook County with either Du Page or 
Lake County, should have seven of the twen- 
ty-two Congressional districta to which the 
State is entitléd. The Federal census of IIli- 
nois sustains their position in this, The total 
population of the State is 3,826,351. This 
would give a population of 173,943 for each 
Congressional district of the twenty-two. On 
this basis Cook County would be entitled to 
six districts, with 151,264 surplus inhabitants 
for a seventh district. The addition to this of 
Lake with a population of 24,235, or of Du 
Page with 22,551, would make the full quota 
of population for Congressional representa- 
tion. 

The proposition to accord only five districts 
to Cook County is impudent and indefensible, 
but it is not surprising, commg as it does 
from the arrogant and bigoted Democratic 
faction of Southern Illinois, which takes its 
inspiration from the Bourbon publications of 
the sleepy Missouri town where they hold their 
caucuses. The Associated Press correspond- 
ent at Springfield should not allow himself to 
be used by the Egyptian faction. The Chicago 
Democratic members will find their occupa- 
tion gone if they accept less than seven dis- 
tricts for Cook and Lake Counties. Every at- 
tempt to deprive Cook County of its just rep- 
resentation either in Congress or in the Gen- 
eral Assembly in Springfield should be re- 
sisted stoutly, even though it may lead to the 
failure to pass a reapportionment bill this 
session. 


Ax attempt will be made in frammg the 
new apportionment of legislative districts to 
cut down to fifteen the number allowed to 
Cook, This would be an injustice. Dividing 
the total population of the State in 1890 by 
51, the number of districts, the unit of repre- 
sentation is found to be 75,000. Cook; County 
had in the census year population enough for 
fifteen such districts, witha remainder of 
66,532. That would entitle it to another dis- 
trict even if the population were now what it 
was two years ago, It is much larger, how- 
ever. Were the census taken now Cook would 
have more than enough for sixteen districts, 
and it will keep on growing more rapidiy than 
the rest of the State, so that ten years hence 
Chicago will fall far shdrt of full representa- 
tion in the Legislature. The members from 
this county must not let their constituents be 
deprived of any of their constitutional rights. 
It is natural that country members should not 
view with pleasure the growing power of Cook 
County in the General Assembly, but that 
power never has been used to harm them or 
the communities they represent.

John C. Haddock, an Independent Miner 


and Producer, Testifies to Restrictions . 


Placed on Those Not in the Combine— 
They Cannot Get Their Product to Mar- 
ket—Mrs. Sheridan Admits She Stole 
Princess Ruspoli’s Diamonds — Money 
Needed to Perfect Herself as Nurse. 
‘New Your, Jan. 3.—|Special.]—The last 
testimony was given today before the sub- 
committee of the House of Representa- 


ing the Readng coal 

The man who gave this evidence, for which 
the committee had long sought in vain, was 
John C. Haddock, an independent coal miner 
and producer. He told the committee that 
the coal roads Were regulating the supply and 
through that the prices by restricting the 
number of ears. 

Legal representatives of the Philadelphia 
and Reading railroad and the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western tried to back 
down the force of evidence by showing 
that the witness was and had long been 
engaged in litigation with the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western road. They pro- 


| duced testimony taken before the Inter-State 


Commerce Commission to the effect that his 
weighers at his mines had systematically 
cheated the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern. 

This charge was vigorously denied by the wit- 
ness, and the members of the committee for- 
bade the railroad representatives from seek- 
ing to draw from the witness any statements 
which might prejudice his suit against the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western road. 

Mr. Haddock owns two mines at different 
points in Luzerne County, Pa., on the line of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna, and Western rail- 
road. He has been for a generation an inde- 
pendent producer anc shipper and has resisted 
every offer or attempt to get him into the 
pool. His mines turn out 40,000 tons a month, 
or 500,000 tons a year. . 

Has not the Pennsylvania now approxi- 
mated its freight rates to those of the com- 
bine?“ asked Mr. Combs. 

„No.“ said the witness, as I understand it 
this approximation applies only to coal 
brought to Philadelphia by the Pennsylvania 
or distributed along the Pennsylvania lines. 
The approximation does not apply to treight 
rates to tidewater.” 

“Were you ever present at one of those 
meetings where the prices and supply were 
fixed ?”’ 

No sir.“ 

Ho did you learn what took place?“ 

“From some one who attended, or else 
from a circular which one or another of the 
roads would send out just after the meeting. 
And what do you now swear to be the ob- 
jects of these meetings ot coal-carrying rail- 
roads as you have learned them to be? asked 
Mr, Coombs. 1 : 

They make tne price of coal and regulate 
the tonnage,” said the witness, with emphasis. 

But you were an independent producer, 
not bound by any agreement at these meet- 
ings; how could these coal-carrying roads 
limit your production!“ 

“ By withholding from me the necessary 
soppy of cars, replied the witness. 

Have you been restricted in this way by 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western?“ 

I have.“ 

Chairman Coombs—“I ask you as an ex- 
pert is not that restriction of cars, resulting iu 
a less supply of coal at market, a means of 
raising prices by producing a short supply!“ 

Undoubtedly, said the witngss. 

Are the coal-carrying roads trying, by es- 
tablishing excessive freight ra to force in- 
dependent produders either to sell out to them 
do business at a loss? 

That is the unquestioned logie of the situa- 
tion, answered Mr. Haddock.) The coal- 
carrying roads are trying to squeeze out inde- 
pendent producers by putting up freight and 
then offering to buy at a higher price at the 
mine than the producer can get at tidewater 
after paying his excessive freight.“ 

Ex-Judge Patterson of Tennessee asked the 
witness for a suggestion as to needed legisla- 
tion to remedy the evils complained of. 

“IT do not think any additional legislation 
is needed,” he replied. “The laws of Penn- 
sylvania and of the United States are ade- 
quate if enforced. My only suggestion would 
be for Congress to strengthen the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission by making its decis- 
ions full legal judgments.” | 


STOLE THE PRINCESS’ DIAMONDS, 


Mrs, Sheridan, Alias Rickerts, Admits the 
Theft, but Had an Excuse for It. 


New York, Jan. 8.—| Special.|—Catherine 
Sheridan, who calls herself Mrs, Rickerts, was 
arraigned before Justice Grady in: the Tombs 
Police Court today charged with stealing 
clothing and jewelry from the Princess 
Maria Ruspoli, whose husband is 
4 mem ber of the Italian 
Legation at Washington. The accused was 
engaged six months ago as maid to the 
Princess Kuspoli. The woman was consid- 
ered a satisfactory servant, and there was 
much surprise expressed by her employers 
when she disappeared Dec. 10. At 
the same time it was ascertained that 
costly wearing apparel and valuable jewelry 
belonging to the Princess Ruspoli were also 
missing, and sufficient facts were discovered 
to warrant the suspicion that Mrs. Rickerts 
was the thief. A clew to the woman’s where- 
abouts was obtained from a fellow-servant 
whom she had asked to send her trunks to 
New Rochelle. ‘The detectives watched for 
Mrs. Rickerts, and she was taken into 
custody. Since reaching the city Mrs. Rick- 
erts had ber photograph taken attired in an 
evening dress belonging to the Princess Rus- 
poli aud wearing the latter’s diamonds. She 
also showed pawn tickets for several 
articles. The prisoner admits tak 
ing the property, and says that her 
object was to obtain money to still fur- 
ther perfect herself as a profegsional nurse. 
The accused also claims to know family se- 
crets connected with the Ruspolifamily-which 
she expected would save her from prosecution, 
and hints at a scandalous story about the 
Marquis de Talleyrand, the father of the 
Princess Ruspoli. Justice Grady directed 
the detectives to take Mrs. Rickerts 
to the District-Attorney’s office. Later she 
was arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields. She wept bitterly and said 
she would go to Washington and face the 
charge. The necessary papers were made out 
and an official of the District of Columbia 
took charge of the prisoner.

Dr. E. S. Lane, aged 73, died suddenly last 
night of apoplexy, at his residence, No, 2116

slight degree for several years, his death was 
entirely unexpected and his bedside unat- 
tended except by his daughter. Five years 
ago aslight stroke of paralysis affected the 
doctor’s legs.

He 
came to America at the age of 27 and worked for 
a time ona farm near Poughkeepsie, N. V. He 
settled in Chicago in the late fifties and soon after 
engaged in the brewing business, in which he 
built up alarge fortune. His first partner was 
Matthias Gattfried, with whom Mr. Schoenhofen 
was affiliated under the firm name of the Gatt- 
fried Brewing company. After he dissolved part- 
nership in the firm he established the Schoenhofen 
Brewi company, of which at tbe time of his 
— e was President and principal stock- 

older. 

Owing to the ill-health of the last two years, 
during which Mr. Schoenhofen resided abroad, 
he was actively represented in business by his two 
sons-in-law, Carl Buhl and Joseph Theurer. Be- 
sides his large share in the Schoenhofen brewing 
concern, Mr. Schoenhofen had large real-estate 
interests in Chicago. His wealth is variously 
estimated at from $2,000,000 to $4,000 The 
Germania club of Chicago owes much to Mr. 
Schoenhofen’s devoted friendship. He was one of 
its charter members, and always to the fore 
any club project, pleasurable or profitable. 

The family left consists of pee widow and five 
daughters, Mrs. Buhl, Mrs. Theurer, Mrs. Wandt 
of Mayence, Germany, wife of a German Major:

New York, Jan. 3.— [Special.] — The amphi- 
theater of the Madison Square Garden was 
this evening the scene of the largest “ benefit 
dance ever given in this city—the annual 
charity ball.

those who attend. 

The bail last year was held in the Metropol- 
itan Opera-House, and the dance had hardly 
closed before the lady managers of the hos- 
pital had contracted to use the convenient in- 
terior of the opera-house again for this year. 
But the fire in August last practically can- 
celed the contract. After two months 
of indecision the Madison Square Gar- 
den was secured. Contrary to the ex- 
pectations of Mrs. Algernon S. Sullivan, 
Mrs. Edward Cooper, Mrs. Goddard, Mrs. 
Chester Griswold, Mrs. Nicol, and the other 
directresses of the hospital, the change in the 
location of the ball resulted in a great finan- 
cial success, What money was lost in the sale 
of boxes was more than made up in the en- 
larged issue of cards to the ball-room floor. 

As the hour for the opening of the ball was 
not stated on the cards of admission ticket- 
holders straggled into the Garden from 8:30 
until 10 a’clock. At 9 o’clock Madison ave- 
ne and Twenty-sixth street along the Garden 
Building and Madison Square north were 
jammed with carriages. The carpeted cor- 
ridor was crowded with acrush of ladies in 
gorgeous evening attire and their black-coated 
escorts ahd the air was filled with the sounds 
of slamming carriage doors and the crying of 
coachmen’s nambers.

Made a Charming Ballroom.

4,000 and odd ticketholders entered the main 
door on Madison avenue, whence they moved 
into the cloakrooms. big amphitheater 
was fitted up charmingly for a ballroom. 

hangings apd decorations were simple, but 
they were effective both by their simplicity 
and the quiet tone of the prevailing color. 

From the edges of the two galleries and ex- 
tending from the hangings of the stage for- 
ward to the boxes were hung heavy dark red 
curtains, which were draped back and caught 
with bunches of ribbons to the pillars. Each 
box was draped with red curtains. The fronts 
of the boxes which circled the dancing floor 
were decorated with a narrow edging of red 
china silk. In the rear of the stage was the 
word Charity in letters of fire, arranged in 
the form of a crescent. 

In spite of the simplicity of the decorations 
it is extremely doubtful that the big room ever 
looked Detter than it did tonight. The hun- 
dreds of electric lights brought out all the 
richness of the deep-red colors and made clear 
the different tints.

unusual movement. The shaft was not run- 
ning true. At twenty minutes past 5 
o'clock that afternoon 1 decided to 
stop the engines. Then I lifted the 
covers and found that the Frust shaft 
was badly fractured. I examined the 
spare gear on hand, and found that we must 
depend on some spare coupliug bolts to repair 
the damage. These were finally inserted in 
the two collars adjoining the fracture. We 
had to cut holes five inches deep and six inches 
wide in each collar, and then chisel out the 
steel remaining between the holes. Comput- 
ing the depth of each hole and the total num- 
ber of them we bored through 180 inches of 
solid steel. 

Then we started the engines, but the strain 
proved too great and the head of one of the 
volts we had inserted gave way. I decided to 
stop the engines and insert anew bolt.

Tt will be composed of rocks illustrating the 
geological formation of the earth as has been 
developed by research. The accompanying 
illustration giyes an excellent idea of how the 
completed pavilion will look.

The dullness in East-bound freight business 
still continues. Last week's shipments show 
a material decrease in both through and local 
traffic. The shipments of flour, graiv, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads for the week ending 
last Saturday amounted to 39,282 tons, against

$5,975,653 less than on Jan. 1, 1892. 
Of the total debt  $585,083,080 is 
bonded indebtedness made up in round num- 
bers of $560,000,000 of 4 per cent and $25,000,-

In this connection legislation 
should be had looking to the prevention of the in- 
troduction of armed bodies of men without the 
consent of the authorities of the county or State. 
The State of Pennsylvania already has a State 
police in the Coal and Iron Police. 


CONNECTICUT LEGISLATURE OVER.
